The tipoff i alio two months ago' came when the chief was ap-

The tipofl 
was Pew's interest in Gearhart. 

The latest straw in the wind was a Gearhart promotion article 
that appeared in a local newspaper last week.

Hearing Is Set 



Borough Only Successful 
Attempt To Divide Township 

Narberth's celebration of its 50th anniversary recalls to 
memory previous attempts to divide Lower Merion Township. If 
would seem that Narberth was. the only place which got away 
with division, 

In 1879 an effort was made to divide Lower Merion info two 
townships. It was asserted that the township was too large for 
efficient government. A commission which the court appointed 
heard the views of citizens and recommended that the township 
be divided along a line running Southwest from the mouth, of 
Mill Creek to the Delaware County line. In accordance with law. 
the issue was submitted to a-vofe at an election on June 12. 1880, 
and was defeated 329 to 112. 

In 1895 a movement wus started to obtain borough govern- 
ment for Bryn Mawr. The question was discussed at a public 
meeting at which John H. Converse presided. .Sentiment against 
the project was so strong that no further effort was made lo put 
it into effect. 

Narberth is the only one. of the various Lower Merion com- 
munities that preferred borough to township government. It 
was incorporated in 18D5 — prior to enactment nf the first-class 
township law. Half the borough of West Conshohocken was 
taken out of Lower Merion at itfc incorporation in 1874.
